Since  all  the  sightngs  are  of  point  light  sources  there 
is  little  change  of  identifying  the  stimulus.  Some  may 
be  caused  by  hot  air  balloons,  aircraft,  satellites^  and 
stars  and  planets.  Also  since  the  sightings  are  of  point 
light  sources  they  do  not  meet  the  definition  of  a UFO 
as  given  in-  AFR  30-17  and  as  such  are  carried  as  Insuff.

When  you  read  what  is  in  this  letter,  please  keep  in  mind  that 
I am  neither  a crackpot  or  eccentric,  nor  a practical  joker* 

I am  merely  a citizen  Vfho  is  concerned  about  what  is  happening 
in  the  skies  of  our  nation,  and  I am  interested  in  finding  out 
what  is  going  on. 


For  the  past  two  summers  members  of  my  family  and  ray  uncle *s 
family  have  been  seeing  "lights"  in  the  skies  around  our  farms. 
Last  summer  my  aunt  and  her  two  small  children  saw  a light 
over  the  trees  behind  their  barn,  a very  bright  light  that  got 
alternately  brighter  and  then  dimmer  and  remained  stationary 
for  several  hours.  My  aunt  did  not  go  to  the  bam  since  it  v/as 
night  and  she  and  the  children  were  alone (my  uncle  had  gone  to 
work).  She  told  us  about  it  and  v;e  thought  it  v/as  funny. 


Last  summer  I was  at  the  other  farm  feeding  the  dogs.  I finished, 
got  in  the  car,  and  proceeded  to  make  a turn.  In  the  middle 
of  the  turn  I saw  a peculiar  light  in  the  slcy  tov/ards  the  direction 
01  Jeffersonville#  It  was  like  a star,  but  something  told  me 
it  wasn't  a star,  it  just  didn't  look  right.  I stopped  the 
car,  left  the  headlights  burning,  and  the  light  went  out  like 
someone  would  switch  out  an  electric  light  in  the  house.  It 
didn'  t temporarily^  disappear  from  viev;  or  tv/inkle  like  a star 
will  do,  it  just  disappeared.  Later  I remembered  that  the 
lighi;  would  have  been  just  about  over  the  Indiana  Array  Ammunition 
II suit  at  Jharlsstcwn,

of  the  "airplane,"  and  v;e  lictenod  for  the  sound  of  ibs 
motors,  v;hich  we  would  have  by  then  heard  directly  over  us* 
'fhere  was  nothin,^; • V/e  Icnev/  then  that  neither  of  the  lights 
had  been  airplanes.  Once  v;e  thought  that  the  first  light  might 
have  been  a helicopter,  but  we  dismissed  this  guess,  since  v/hy 
v/ould  a helicopter  be  flying  at  night  over  the  ammo  plant  v;ith 
his  light  off  part  of  the  time?  Ourely  he  could  have  seen  more 
during  the  day  and  not  had  the  safety  risk  that  he  had  without 
his  light  in  continuous  use. 


My  brother  and  I have  seen  from  our  bedroom  v/indow  a "star" 
v/hich  would  come  from  a higher  region  of  the  sky  in  a "waterfall 
or  "staircase"  pattern,  go  back  to  the  higher  sky  region,  and 
continue  the  sideways,  zig-zag,  staircase  patbern  of  movement 
for  an  extended  period  of  time. 


Last  :?fiday  night,  the  6th,  my  15-year-old  sister  came  running 
from  her  bedroom about  11:30  to  tell  me  that  she  had  just 
seen  one  of  those  lights  in  the  sliy.  V/e  looked  out  the  back 
door,  (she  and  I,  the  obhers  had  already  gone  to  bed),  and  v/e 
sai7  one  of  the  "sbars"  v/hich  are  not  stars.  They  look  so  much 
like  stars  that,  unless  you  have  seen  them  before,  you  would 
never  pay  them  any  attenbion,  unless  they  started  to  move.  Once 
you  have  seen  one  moving  in  the  sky  and  cavorting,  you  can  easily 
pick  out  the  'feuspect"  stars  for  observation.  The  light  was  bright 
enough  that  we  could  watch  it  easily  even  though  it  v/as  in  the 
same  region  of  the  sky  that  our  pole  light  is  in.  The  light 
laoved  back-and- forward  for  a :few  minutes  until  it  "bliniced  out" 
and  disaooeared.

I am  beginning  to  be  concerned  about  this  matter,  since  there 
are  a number  of  things  in  this  general  area  that  may  be  very 
interesting  to  someone:  the  Indiana  Army  Ammunition  Plant  at 

Charlestown,  the  Public  Service  Company  of  Indiana  electric 
generating  plant  at  New  Albany,  the  Me Alpine  dam  and  locks  at 
Louisville,  the  Jefferson  Proving  Grounds  (for  artillery  shells) 
at  Madison,  and  the  electric generating  plant  at 
MadiGon  (v;hose  heav^’'  pov/er  lines  pass  through  our  fields  nob 
far  from  our  house,  in  fact  the  light  of  Sept.  7 v/as  just  about 
over  the  extended  pov/er  lines  in  the  distance  several  miles), 
to  name  a few.
